Call

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.— 
j Prompt acceptances by Japan, 
France and Italy are expected 
here to the invitations which 
go out tomorrow, setting a 
five-power naval disarmament 
conference for the third week 
in January, in London.

7.—Neither 
pood seed alone, nor a lot. of fertil­ 
izer 
alone,

of potatoes, it lakes a combination 
of all three. Exact details of the 
tost of producing a bushel of po­ 
tatoes have 
been collected 
from 
growers of 762 acres in Ohio, by E. 
It. Tushing. extension specialist in 
vegetable gardening for the Ohio 
State University here. 
'fussing discovered that the men 
j 
who raised 350 bushels or more to 
the acre, did so at an average cost 1 
of less than 
thirty-five 
cents a j 
bushel. The men whose yields fell | 
below I OO bushels to the acre, paid , 
out $1.64 for each bushel which ! 
they obtained—a 
figure consider- J 
ably higher than the price they re- j 
reived for their potatoes. 
The men whose yields fell below 
between IOO and 209 bushels to the 
acre paid 
slightly over seventy- 
seven cents a bushel, not counting 
the cost of labor in grading and J 
marketing, 
with 
the 
result 
that 
they lost money on their crops. 
The men harvesting less than 1 
one hundred bushels to the acre 
planted more 
seed potatoes, 
by 
one bushel to the acre, than the 
men who harvested more than 350 j 
bushels an acre, and the cost of j 
their seed was higher. 
For manure, green manure, and j 
commercial fertilizer the men with i 
the biggest yields paid the highest 1 
amounts 
per 
acre. 
They 
spent ! 
$37.40 an acre for fertility while 
the IOO and 200 bushel men spent j 
$24.10, and the less than IOO bushel J 
men spent $33.04. 
When it comes to spraying the 
men 
with 
the 
highest 
yields | 
sprayed their crops an average of f 
9.7 times during the season, at a 
cost of $7.57 an acre. The men who 
grew 
IOO to 
2 0 0 bushels sprayed I 
seven times during the season at 
a cost of $6.61 an acre, and the I 
men who got less than IO O bushels 
an acre sprayed only 5.6 times at 
a cost of $3.62.

Mr. Ballon found that, when even 
j the heavy grades of paper were 
weighted in place with stones or 
clods, the areas thus covered soon 
decayed,

which weeds and grass soon made 
their appearance. 
The paper mulch should be re­ 
moved at the approach of winter, 
unless a fine mesh wire screen is 
sunk around each tree to protect 
it from field mice which delight to 
live and feed beneath the paper. 
Mr. Ballou is not ready to recom­ 
mend the use of paper mulch for 
larger trees. 
Several strips of 
paper of considerable length would 
ho required and the expense great­ 
ly increased. It is also difficult to 
keep the larger pieces intact and in 
place. Strong winds tear the paper 
from its moorings and the eutter- 
bar rf tho mowing machine is like­ 
ly to catch under edges of the 
st rips.
